Some 
of these are sub-irrigated, which 
takes ‘he guess-work out of wa­ 
tering. Also many of them are 
v ery good looking and will add 
a touch of color in y our home. 
Vermiculite and sphagnum moss 
are excellent for starting seeds as

use. Solub le plant foods are ideal 
for giv ing young seedlings strength 
and stam ina. 
Timing indoor sowing of seeds

Flowers give beauty and pleas- J 
ure to their growers, Unmeasur 
able inspiration has been given to 
me by my African violets and it is J 
truly amazing how my hobby has j 
grown and grown from a 
single I 
plant. Yet, it is not as easy as it ! 
may seem. 
One cannot sit hark and sim­ 
ply watch the violets grow. 
A 
great deal of time and care mii<*t 
be given if the flowers are to 
reach their peak of perfection. 
I believe that African violets can j 
be successfully grown in the aver­ 
age home by adhering to the fob 
lowing four practices. 
First I believe that the cause of i 
bad luck thai violet growers ex j 
pcricnce Is in the purchase of a 
cheap or diseased plant It is next j 
to impossible to bring sickly plants 
back to health. 


SECOND, rough handling is 
a 
I factor that takes a heavy toll in j 
j the life of many plants. Despite the j 
I fact that African violets are tough, j 
I they won’t survive 
rough 
treat I 
! ment indefinitely. 
The third point to be remem- f 
bored, is tha the soil must not be 
over watered. The soil should be ) 
kept cool and damp but never so ; 
wet that it loses its structure. Afri- I 
can violets should not be k e p t 
flooded, as many persons believe I 
The roots must have access to the 
air in the soil. I follow the prac­ 
tice of watering from below, rot 
from the top. This habit keeps the 
crown of Hie plant as dry as pos­ 
sible. 
The 4th point Is that sanitation 
and cleanliness are the secrets to 
my success in raising violets. They 
should never lie potted in unster­ 
ilized soil, Soil, such 
as 
t h a t, 
quite often contains 
microscopic 
worms that attach themselves to 
the root*, 
a n d .sometimes, the 
leaves of the plant. 
When a plant is transplanted 
it should be put in 
a recently 
desmfected pot and the one from 
which i was taken should then 
be thoroughly disinfected by us­ 
ing a s t r o n g detergent and 
and then rinsed in rhtorox Wa­ 
rr. Another 
necessary 
job 
is 
that of sterilizing each ingred­ 
ient of the soil mixture 
I perform this task in my kitch­ 
en o v e n using a large roadster. 
You should place the* material in 
the 
roaster, sprinkle thoroughly 
and then cover with the roaster 
lid. Steam this at 200 degrees for 
wo hours. After it cools 
run 
it 
through a V* sue hardware mash 
or cloth. 
The soil mixture itself is very 
important to the growth of your 
African violets anil I would like to 
recommend the following formula 
for the composition of the soil; 
Two parts ordinary garden soil, 
two parts leaf mold (taken from 
the woods), two parts peat moss, 
14 part of very fine sand and 
4 part vcrmiiilite.

Can Sometimes Go Astray 


PLANNING PAYS — It doesn’t take the strategy of a full time gen­ 
eral to plan a successful garden. But, while we’re making our arm­ 
chair gardening plans and are dreamy-eyed over visions of colorful 
flowers and succulent vegetables grown from seed, we sometimes 
forget several other important factors. We forget bugs and weeds and 
poor soil. So be sure and include in your plans a good commercial 
fertilizer to be raked into the soil before planting or after the plants 
are up. Or get soluble plant foods to be sprayed on plants later. Nev? 
insecticide fungicide chemicals, to he sprayed or dusted on plants, 
will do away with insects. Also, get a good weed killer and your nard 
en is sure to be a success.

Curb Urge 


With Spring just around the cor­ 
ner the u r g e to do things out­ 
doors should be tempered with a 
little knowledge about how Nature 
wants things done. 
Rolling the lawn to remove the 
bumps caused by night-rrawlers 
is a mistake and will do con­ 
siderable damage to the turf. 
Moles disfigure the lawn and the 
same remedy serves for both. The 
moles are 
tunnelling 
under 
the 
grass roots to eat grubs, worms 
and other insects which wi.l em­ 
erge later, so the moles harvest 
the food while it is most plentiful. 
Destroy the worms and insects 
and 
the moles will leave, 
and 
Spring rains will help 
level 
the 
lawn area whereas rolling com­ 
pacts the soil to the detriment of 
soil fertility. 
• • • 
APPLICATION of chemical com­ 
pounds will destroy 
the 
worms 
and insects 
at 
very 
reasonable 
cost, and the moles leave, to seek 
food elsewhere. 
Your lawn grass has 
suffered 
severe damage due to zero wea 
ther with no snow to protect the 
lawn, so an early application of 
fertilizer now will give the weak-1 
ened grass a boost to help its re­ 
covery, just like the shot the doc­ 
tor ga*e us when we had the flu, I 
led to a quick comeback. 
La WTI seed planted now will ger­ 
minate much better and will sur­ 
vive much better than 
if 
sown 
later. Early Spring w the idea! 
time for most of Nature's plants, 
so make the most of it. 
Temper the urge to prune by 
consulting with someone more 
experienced. Read articles in the I 
flower and gardening sections of 
your newspaper and in maga­ 
zines, or call your florist or hor- j 
ticulturist. 
Grape vines can be trimmed up 
to March 25. Fruit trees in your 
yard need 
very little trimming. I 
Commercial fruit growers t r i m 
trees to s e c u r e more colorful 
fruit by thinning the branches to 
let in more light, or to keep the 
fruit closer to the ground for eas­ 
ier harvesting. 
Flowering shrubs that bloom in 
the Spring should not be trimmed 
until after 
they 
have 
bloomed, j 
Evergreens are best trimmed 
in 
mid-summer.

We have your new roses planted 
and ready for the early spring 
weather. 
The next problem at hand is 
the pruning of your established 
roses. If you have common sense 
and good judgement, you have 
what it takes to prune roses; ex­ 
cept a sharp pair of pruning 
shears. Ro>es will grow and con­ 
tinue to bloom whether they are 
pruned or not. The dead wood 
and over-abundance of growth is 
unsightly and is r e m o v e d to 
make the rose more attracive. 
Do not prune your roses in the 
fall except to shorten some of the 
longer canes to eliminate whipping 
in the wind. The time to prune is 
in early spring when buds are be 
ginning to swell, but before a n y 
growth has started. There seems 
to be a certain amount of food in 
the canes that is transferred to the 
roots for storage during twe win­ 
ter months. Pruning in the fall will 
eliminate part of the plant’s food 
when the canes are shortened.

THERE are four basic 
pies or steps to follow in 
any bush rose. 
(1) Remove ail wood killed lr 
injured during the winter by cut­ 
ting each c a n e back to sound tis 
sue, Sound tissue should be yel­ 
lowish green in color. Most injured 
or killed 
wood 
will have dark 
brown tissue. 
(2) Eliminate all canes with any 
signs of brown canker. Cinnamon 
brown patches on the cane and a 
dried or a shriveled condition mdi 
cate a possibility of canker injury 
These canes should be cut one (I) 
inch below the canker and about 
Va inch above a bud. 
(3) Remove all weak and twig­ 
gy growth. T h i s growth 
w i l l 
not produce good quality blooms 
but will compete with the strong 
cr canes for water and nutrients 
Eliminate any canes which cross. 
(4) Good judgement is of prime 
importance here. 
Cut 
back 
all 
strong canes to a uniform height 
Consider tile height you want the 
plant to r e t 
i n as well as the 
.shape. For the best results, about 
18” of cane should be left. Again 
the cut should be made 4 ” inch 
above a bud, A rose plant expected 
to produce specimen blooms for 
show purposes should bt* pruned to 
two strong canes only five to six 
inches in length. This severe cut­ 
ting back will limit the quantity of 
increasing the 
quality of each bloom. 
After a severe winter, such as 
the 
one we experienced 
last 
year, It may be necessary to cut 
all canes back to the m u l c h . 
Past experiences have demon­ 
strated that as much strong vi­ 
gorous cane as possible should 
be left on the plant. To remove 
healthy wood unnecessarily from 
a rose plant is extremely devital­ 
izing and is commonly refereed 
to as “whacking.” 
Large flowering climbers should 
be pruned after they are through 
blooming in June.

Starting seeds indoors has been ! window may rise too high in

Seed ings 
must have full sunlight to keep 
them stocky and strong. In weak 
light, they stretch and get spindly. 
Use care in watering, for too 
much water rots seedling*. With­ 
out enough water, tender young 
plants can shrivel quickly on a 
bright sunny day. By using lh* 
new sub-irrigated pots and box* 
es, moisture control U largely 
automatic. 
Seedlings should be “ hardened- 
off” before finally being planted 
outdoors in the garden. If you have 
a coldframe, p u t the b o x e s of 
young plants outdoors for a week 
or to before moving to the gar­ 
den. Or. set the boxes on a sunny 
open porch so they can get the 
“feel” of spring weather. 
By sowing seeds indoors early, 
you will get earlier and longer 
blooms in your garden. 
Many* annual flowers, and vege­ 
tables, too, n e e d weeks of early 
growth before they are ready to 
produce. 


! plastic and waterproof paper. 
You’ll find them in seed hous­ 
es, garden c e n t e r * and even 
your local variety stores. Some 
of these are sub-irrigated, which 
take* ‘he guess work out of wa­ 
tering. Also many of them are 
very good looking and will add 
a touch of color in your home. 
Vermiculite and sphagnum moss 
are excellent for starting seeds as 
I they’re disease-free and easy 
to 
use. Soluble plant foods are ideal 
for giving young seedlings strength 
and stamina. 
Timing indoor sowing of seeds 
is important, for 
w i t h i n four 
weeks or so after planting, young 
seedlings will be ready to be trans­ 
planted ro other boxes, cold-frames 
or a protected p l a c e outdoors 
So avoid the mistake of sowing 
your seeds too soon. Also, be pre­ 
pared to move your seedlings at 
the proper time.

SEEDS need warmth to germin­ 
ate 
but they don’t need light. I 
Many people cover seed boxes with 
newspaper until the seeds germin­ 
ate. However, just as soon as the 
seed mg* are up, give them full 
light at a warm window. 
Keep the containers where tem I 
peratures run from 60 to 70 de­ 
grees until the seeds sprout. After 
that 55 to 65 degrees is best. 
Good health for seedlings de­ 
pends on three things: 
tempera­ 
ture control, adequate light and 
proper watering, On bright sunny 
days, temperatures
